There were at one
time stationed there two regiments of volun-
teers the 2JUi Ala. and oath Ga. and live
rdgituceUg of Georgia militia. Subsequently
one of tlio regimeiug, the JJiiih Ala., was sent
away. It is usually estimated that the guards
uuinbered from 3,500 to 5,000, which, taking
tho average strength of a regiment, would seem
to be about the figure.

Deati Th.iu.uxk: Died at Des Moines, Towa. Fri-

day. Feb. 1, 1SS8, Sarah S. Evans, wife of George
H. Evans, aged 42 years five mouths and 18 days,
and an honoinry member of Crocker Post, No. 12,
Department of Iowa. Her dying request was that
she be buried in Hudson, Mich., the home of her
childhood, by the Grand Army.

At the breaking out of the late rebellion Mrs.
Evans and her husband answered the first call for
75,000 men, Hiid for nearly four years endured tho
perils and privations of a soldier's life, she adminis-
tering to the sick and wounded, receiving the com-
missions of the dying to the loved ones fur distant;
he doing soldier's duty.

Mrs. Evans, together with the wife and two daugh-
ters of Chaplain May, were the first women who
strewed Memorial flowers upon soldiers' graves.
On April 13, lbu2, ihey decorated the guives of 17
Michigan soldicrsat Arlington Highls. Tinstoken
of love was repeated May 12, 1H&J, and iignin ut
Fredericksburg, Va., in May, 1864, thus inaugura-
ting our beuutilul National Memorial Day custom.
On Memorial Day just passed the Woman's Relief
Corpsoi luuiaimpoiis, led by the Department offi-
cers, headed the procession in the Hue of march of
the G.A.1L through Crown Hill Cemetery lo the
soldieis' graves. Tho services were the most im-
pressive and beautiful ever held here. The veteran
soldiers were arranged on the biiuth side of the
National Cemetery, the Woman's Relief Corps on
the north side, military escorts and Indianapolis
military companies on the west side, and Sons of
Veterans and Jvinghts ot Pythias on the cast side.
The planting oi the flags was done by the Grand
Army, which moved from its position across the
cemetery to the north; the pluming of the wreaths
by the military escort, Sons ol Veterans and
Knighls of Pythias, who moved from west to cast,
meeting in the center and returning to their places,
and the scattering of the flowers by the Woman's
Relief Corps, which moved from north to south.
Divine service on Sabbath preceding was attended
by many Corps, together with their respective
Posts throughout the Slate, and reports show that
a still greater number of Corps took active part in
Memorial Day exercises. Westfield, Marion, At-
tica, Columbus. Peru. Shelbyvllle, Lapel, Moores-vill- e,

Anderson, Knightstown and Noblesviile
were especially noticed in the newspapers.

The Department Secretary regretted the neces-
sity of declining invitations to addrcssAlbany Post
and Liberty Corps on Memorial Day.

Those of The National Tribune readers,
and particularly tho boys and girls in tho
families of tho old soldiers who Iinvo huon fol-

lowing tho fortunes of the-- " Boy Spy," will ho
gratified to know that I havo "got there," at
last.

I am in Fredericksburg this lovoly May
morning in 1833 writing this personal letter,
through The National Tribune, to tho
friends of the "Boy," and his war girl, Geno.

To bo sure wo havo been a long, long timo in
gotting over this little Rappahannock Kiver,
but it is said that all things come to him who
waits which, by tho way, has never boon my
own experience.

Since
I WAS 80 CRUELLy ARRESTED

hero in tho Summer of 1862, by order of tho
Secretary of War, and taken off to Old Capitol
Prison, my lifo, as well as that of Geuo's,
has been strangely eventful. Indeed, I may
say that this was the turning point iu my ex-
istence, as well as that of Guno's.

Though it has been 25 years since, I re-

call to-da- y every incident as freshly as if it
had all occurred last week. The sceuo on tho
littlo porch, when I hid Mrs. Wells and Stto
good-b- y in tho presonco of the officer. Tho
evenls will never, novor bo forgotten. Geno,
trembling with suppressed emotion, too timid
and bashful, almost afraid to trust herself to
say farewell in the presence of tho group,
stood by tho door. When I turned to her as the
last to whom I would give tho parting word,

THE DEAR LITTLE GIRL
broke down, covered her face with her handker-
chief to hide her tears aud embarrassment. I
took tho handkerchief from her oyes, put it in
my pocket, and it is in my possession to-da-

I boldly kissed Geno, and said tremblingly, but
sincerely and earnestly, "As sure as I live I
will como again, Geno."

And I am here on tho sarao old porch.
Through much tribulation I havo kept tho
promise made then, and Geno has been

again. In every respect horown and her family's
terrible experiences during the bombardment,
Miss Sue's flirtations with the Confederate off-
icers, Mamie running the blockades for provis-
ions, and tho kind old Captain in prison, will
make a true story of life on the inside of tho
Confederate lines more wonderful than I
have ever read in fiction, and before which rny
own becomes a tame story.

The object, no doubt, being to gratify curiosity
as to tho truthfulness of the story. The pro-
prietors made some inquiries of tho older citi-
zens in regard to tho family, Maj. Slaughter
observing, "Oh, yes; 1 knew them very well.
They were very sweet girls."

The dear old house is now one of the attract
ive places, especially to tlio readers ol HIE
National Tribune, aud ono has to wonder
where it is not read, as I get letters of inquiry
from all parts of the world. I have made a
picture of Geno's home, which I inclose to The
National Tribune, that those who are nut
so fortunate as to visit the town may bo meas-uredl- y

assured that there is such a house here.
The porch is precisely as it was 25 years ago.
On these steps and scats were speutsome of tho

HAPPIEST HOURS OF MY LIFE.
And, by the way, a great many other fellows,
North aud South, will say tho same thing. I
havo no doubt r number of oar own as well as
Confederate officers will recognize the familiar
old portico.

The attic, a dormer window shown, is the
point from which 1 proposed to signal over to
the Lacy House, which is just diagonally over
the river from tho house.

For my own gratification, and to convince a
skeptical party that tho plau of signaling was
entirely favorable, I surveyed or opened up the
circuit as I proposed to work it, going myself
to the Lacy House and satisfying my compan-
ion that it was not only plausible but entirely
feasible to signal iuto the dormer window with-
out attracting any attention.

I have learned since my visit here, from
Confederate sources, that ou several occasions
Union soldiers actually came over into the city
to attend parties and visit lady frieuds; under
the guidance of--

FRIENDLY CONFEDERATES,
of course. But as there is so much of general
interest to see iu and about Fredericksburg,
we will hurry along, aud at another time call
around and spend au evening at the Wells
House.

From the window of my room in the elegant
Exchange Hotel, before which I am now sit-
ting and writing this, I look out over the top
of the Wells House to the Stafford Jlights be-

yond to the Lacy House. I can locate from
this window the identical spot on tho lovely
green terrace of that historic homo where I
sat on my horse hour after hour whfle I
gazed lovingly over to this side. The Laoy
House, or Chatham, is now the home of a
wealthy Pennsylvania gentleman, Mr. Watson,
who has made quite a paradise of the old place.
A soldier can scarcely realize now that those
bright, green hills, now covered with flowers
and trees, were once bristling with a hundred
aud forty cannon that belched forth over this
sleepy, quiet, harmless-looklu- g old town such
a terrific

HAIL OF SHELL AND FIRE.
I arrived here from Richmond on an after-

noon train, as I desired to pass in daytime
through Hanover and tho country over which
I rode toward Richmond ou the bare-bac- k

horse iu August, 1SG1, and also had the circus
ride in the. Summer of 18b'2, coming away from
Richmond. The fare from Richmond to Fred-- ,
encksburg is but $2.05, the distauce about b'O

miles, the time two hours.
The accommodations at tho Exchange Hotel

are really first class for $2 per day, equal, per-
haps, to that for which $3.50 and $1 Is charged
in Washington. The livery hire is just one-ha- lf

that demanded by the Washington hack-driver- s,

while it goes without saying that
there is more of interest to all old soldiers here
than may be found in any 10 miles square iu
any other portion of tho United States.

I have estimated that overy soldier of tho
Army of the Potomac, as well as that of tho
Confederate

ARMY OF NORTHERN VIRGINIA,
havo at ouo time or other been to Fredericks-
burg.

Wo were not horo for three days only, as at
Gettysburg, but we all lived hero for a couple
of 3ears. It was, indeed, an eventful period
in the lives of all of us. Who will forget tho
first pleasant occupation of the country by Mc-

Dowell iu the Summer of 1862, and the return,
under Burnside, in November; tho battlo on
Dec. 11 ; our sad Christmas ou tho Rappa-
hannock? How we all lived in the huts and
dugouts on tho other sido during all of that
dreadful Winter of 1862-- 3; .

the disappointments, then the Chancellorsville
campaign during tho leafy month of May, after
which we moved off to Gettysburg?

Gen. Grant again brought the old Army of
the Potomac back to almost within gunshot,
at Spottsylvania and tho Wilderness, so close
to town that tho wounded were brought in
here. I mention all this in support of my
statement that, at one timo or other, all of
both armies were hero; that tho floating popu-
lation during the war nearly aggregated half
a million of men. Tho uiot disastrous battles
of the war, perhaps that tho world ever saw,
were fought heie, and hero repose tho buncs of
TWENTY THOUSAND SOLDIERS "WHO WERE

SLAIN

in this neighborhood.
Yet this Fredericksburg, n beautiful old town

only an hour from Washington city, is almost
lost sight of by tho tourists who flock to Get-
tysburg ovory day of tho year, and Memorial
Dav here is remembered only by tho few Con

federates of M". F. Maury Camp, who strive to
decorate alike tho Union aud Confederate dead.
but- - this la too much for tham to undertake
aloud.

stone wall. Both charges tailed iu the object
sought. Much has been written and talked of
Pickett's gallant advance of Virginians iu
Pennsylvania's "burg," but little is said of the
Peiiusylvanians' charge in the Virginia "burg."

Now that there is to be a Reunion at Gettys-
burg, it seems appropriate that Fredericksburg
receive some of the attention of war writers
and visitors. While on this subject I will say
that I am going from Fredericksburg to Gettys-
burg again within the next few weeks, leaving
